New Delhi, the 9th January, 1995 

G.S.R. 20(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 read with 
seeftion 16 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (JO of 1955), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Colliery 
Control Order, 1945, namely :— 

1, (1) This Order may be called the Colliery Control (Amendment) 

Order, 1995. 
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(2) It shall come injlo force on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette. - 

2. In the Colliery Control Order, 1945, after clause 17, the following clause 
shall be added, namely :— 

“18. Notwiths-anding anything contained in this Order, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment may, if it considers it necessary for avoiding any hardship 
or for any other just and sufficient reasons, by notincaition in the 
Official Gazette, exempt any class or category of persons including 
colliery owners, coal companies and purchasers of coal under writ¬ 
ten agreements for supply of coal wijjh such coal companies from 
all or any of the provisions of this Order, cither generally or for 
any specified period and subject to such conditions, if any, as may 
be specified in the said notification.” ....
